TEACHERS’ PENSION LAW. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times } 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 21.—The 
State Board of Education, sitting as 


a Retirement Salary Fund Board at 
Sacramento last week, discussed at 
length and decided the various un- 
certain points in the so-called teach- 
ers pension law. A circular cover- 
ing the whole situation has been 
printed and is now being distributed 
to the teachers of the State through 
the various county superintendents of 
schools. The following points in the 
circular are of general interest: 

(1.) A teacher may receive a re- 
tirement salary of $500 per annum 
upon furnishing legal proof of having 
taught in the public schools for thirty 
school years and of having paid to 
the State $1 per month for the whole 
period. No year shall be counted un- 
less it includes at least six months’ 
actual teaching. 

(2.) A teacher who retired from 
the profession more than two years 
ago is not eligible. 

(3.) Fifteen of the thirty years’ 
teaching must be done in California. 

(4.) Experience gained in private 
schools, Indian schools, Normal 
schools of other States, Federal 
schools, etc.. May not be counted in 
the thirty years required for retire- 
ment. Only teaching done in public 
schools, under legal certification, of 
in California State Normal schools, 
will be accepted. 

(5.) Teachers under employment 
when the law was approved last June 
must file notice of intention to ac- 
cept and be bound by the provisions 
of the law before January 1, 1914, or 
be forever barred. 

Teachers of the State are gen 
erally assuming the burden of pay- 
ine thie $1 per month to the retire- 
ment fund, as it is a highly advan- 
tageous form of life insurance. Copies 
ef the circular may be had of the 
county superintendent by those in- 
terested in the details 


SPARE THE PIGEONS. 


Oregon Professor Will Make a Pica 

for the Passenger Birds That Are 

Now Almost Extinct.

Nov. 22.—Be- 
lief that after years of seeking and 


the offering of large rewards, he has 
found the nesting place of some 
American passenger pigeons, thought 
by ornithologists to be extinct, was 
announced here in a lecture by Prof. 
Clifton F. Hodge of the University 
of Oregon. As late as 1878, said 
Prof. Hodge, flights of passenger 
pigeons at times literally darkened 
the ekies of Michigan but the species 
rapidly disappeared because of 
slaughter of pot-hunters.

Hodge announced his intention of 
visiting the nesting place next spring 
and said that with Federal aid he 
would try to revive the species be- 
cause of their immense value to farm- 
ers as insect destroyers.

Pountain in Memory of the “Path- 

finder” is Now Flowing in Tarry- 

town, N. Y..

William Rocke- 
feller has just completed a fountain 
in North Broadway in memory of 
Maj.

Vagrancy Not Credited. 


Chicago Makes Emphatic Denial that Vera Scott or 
“Any Other Person Figured in Death of Late Mer- 
chant Prince’s Son—Creature in Los Angeles Jail for 


ATL has made a purported his- 
torlan of Mrs. Vera Scott, arous- 
ing her to tell with all the tainted 
wisdom of: the night the two great 
events of her life. Each was a kill- 
ing. She murdered her former hus- 
band, Reese Prosser, she tells the po- 
liee and reporters. But that is not 


all. 

Before that, she had 
murdered Marshall Field, Jr., the 
heir to the merchant prince of Chi- 
cago. This lattere assertion of hers 
is not credited in Chicago, in fact, it is 
denied with emphasis. 

Which was the more exciting, she 
doesn’t know. With a laugh at the 
awe she arouses the woman goes 
busily into the alleged details of that 
night when the word was flashed 
forth that the male heir of Marshall 
Field, the great merchant, Was se- 
riously injured by the bullet from a 
weapon which he held in his own 
hand. It was accidental, the world 
was told and this is still maintained. 
Nothing to the contrary was ever 
shown. 

Vera Scott says it was not. With 
undaunted jest she will go into the 
minutest detail, tell it with the cal- 
lousnesg that comes from an experi- 
ence as wide and deep as black ain 
iteelf, and apparently enjoy it the 
more because she is recounting one 
more man who, she asserts, became 
a fervant to her presence. 

Around these two great everits, she 
gariands the minor excitements and 
“pomances” of her life, such as be- 
coming the flancee of a Russian count 
while she was an exile because of the 
Chicago murder, she says, and of loot- 
ing the treasure from «@ thouganda 
purses, where the treasurer had be- 
come her slave for the time. 

She is in the City Jall because she 
pleaded guilty several days ago to a 
charge of vagrancy. Under indecent 
conditions she was found several days 
ago in the company of a ribald com- 
panion in her pretentious bungalow 
on Weat Ninth street. Pollce Judge 
White gave her aie six-month’ 
sentence. 

Yesterday Mrs. Scott wrapped het 
bathrobe—the only outer garment she 
weare—about her and proceeded to 
review the past, musing gayly over 
the two greatest exploits as she views 
them. 

Her whole life has been criminal 
by her own confessions. Many laws 
she has not tranagressed, but all the li- 
cense that the wisdom of the night 
carries she became adept in. Three 
times she has been married, three 
times divorced. Two murders = she 
has committed, she says. Innumer- 
able men she has been engaged to. 
To her it is merely life. 

Her view of life came from her 
work as a chorus girl. In the ranks 
she played in “Hoity-Toity” and 
“Hanky-Panky.” 

As Viola Gilmore she was known 
to her associates. There she chose 
her lot with the people of darkness. 
There was nothing, she says, that she 
did not learn. 

The early evening at the theater, 
and the late evening at the cafe, she 
recalis, and Viola Gilmore went 
dancing into the eddies:of hystertc 
gavety that have made police court 
names for many young women. 

There she resolved her theory of 
life, her motto for the future. It was 
simply: “Get the money.” 

“Mother and father were born in 
Paris but came to America before I 
was born,” she says. “I am a daughter 
of Chicago. My parents’ names were 
Lerey and Evelyn La Gardineer. My 
father was a well-to-do merchant and

You wouldn't believe it but four of 
those jurors went crazy about me and 
I had a terrible time later in getting 
rid of them. They wrote me letters 
and wanted to come and meet me. 
But that's no fun, 

“IT picked 350 four-leaf clovers 
while waiting for that trial. It was 
not so bad. 

“Bo this is the first time I ever was 
in jail, really, for in Montana they let, 
me stay in the hotel. And I couldn't’ 
stay in jail six months. So I guess 
we'll have to have a little delivery.”

The foundation for the optimism 
of the Mexican press appears to be 
certain cablegrams received here by 
foreign business men deacribing the 
horror felt by President Wilson at 
the killing of Federal prisoners when 
the rebels took Juarez.

UNCLE SAM AS A SPEEDER. 


His Mail Wagons Have the Right 
to Violate City Ordinance Accord- 
ing to One of His Postal Officials. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The right 
of the United States government to 
operate ite mall trucks in city streets 
regardiess of speed restrictions that 
may be prescribed by the Board of 
Aldermen,,was defended today by 
Joseph Stewart, Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General, before the Alder- 
manic committee appointed to con- 
sider an ordinance withdrawing the 
mail trucks from the class of vehicles 
now exempt from speed control.

XPLORER FIGHTS ‘ 
ARCTIC ICE. 


STEFANSSON IS REPORTED OFF 
FLAXMAN ISLAND.

Old Whaler Karivk Caught Of 
Point Barrow Has Hard Time Get- 
ting Out, but Is Now on Its Way 
Toward the Pole, Says Engineer of 
Expedition. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
VICTORIA (B. C.) Nov. 22.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Describing the 
progress of the Stefansson exploring 
expedition, John Munroe, first en- 
gineer on the Karluk, has written to 
George Wise of this city, under date 
of Point Barrow, August 5, where the 
former whaler was ice bound. The 
letter describes the voyage from Port 
Clarence until) the time the Karluk 
became ice bound, for the first time, 
forty miles from Pt. w. 

The ship had to wait at Port 
Clarence for twelve days for the ar- 
rival of the gasoline schooner Mary 
Sachs, which carried Stefansson, and 
the Alaska, another schooner. 

The ships parted company July 29, 
since when Munroe said nothing had 
afterward been seen of the Sachs. The 
following day bad weather was 
struck, so severe, in fact, that in 
thirty-six hours the Karluk logged 
eighteen miles. Some of the time, al- 
though she was steaming at full speed. 
the wind and sea were driving her 
backward. When the weather mod- 
erated a little, Capt. Bartlett fetched 
the land and on the evening of July 
30, Pt. Hope was reached. A big 
supply of seal meat for the dogs was 
also taken. The first Eskimos to be 
secured were signed at Pt. Hope. Two 
northern warriors embarked. On 
August 1, the Karluk took her de- 
parture from Pt. Hope and with a 
fair wind, made good time wntll the 
evening. when ice was sighted be- 
tween Icy Cape and Cape Belcher. 
The vessel steamed alongside the ice 
to the latter point, but found it im- 
Possible to get through. She steamed 
slowly along the ice all night and the 
next morning, August 2, turned, and 
seeing an opening, made a dash for 
t 


it. 

“Unfortunately,” sald Mpnroe, “the 
ice closed in on us about forty miles 
from Pt. Barrow, after us fighting our 
way that far.” 

Just before getting jammed, the 
party bagged its first polar bear, 
which was a beauty, being over sev- 
en feet In length and weighing ap- 
proximately 1000 pounds. 

On Avugtst 3, upon finding that 
there were no signs of getting out at 
all, Stefansson decided to walk to Pt. 
Rarrow, accompanied by Dr.’ McKay. 
The day Munroe wrote his letter. 
August 5, the Karluk was still held in 
the grip of the ice. The temperature 
then was 31 degrees below zero, with 
a strong wind blowing on shore.

Taken from Train as She Is 
on Her Way East. 


Relatives Unable to Agree 
Over Her Custody. 


Family Mix-up Enlivens the 
Police Station. _ 


Attractive, 14-year-old Estelle Shef- 
field was taken from a Santa Fe 
train last night at Pasadena by de- 
tectives from Central Police Station 
because her relatives were unable to 
ugree as to who is the proper custo- 
dian of the child.

MUNICIPAL RABBITS. 


Sawtelle Citizens Get One Idea 
From Germany Which They Pro- 


SAWTELLE, Nov. 22.—People re- 
siding in Sawtelle will petition 
city administration to set aside a tract 
of land for a municipal rabbit colony, 
since one prominent rabbit farmer 
received a letter from a relative in 
Berlin, Germany, telling of the meth- 
ods employed for the purpose of en- 
couraging hare farming there. 

The Mayor of Schoneberg, which 
is a suburb of Berlin, long ago do- 
nated ground and stock for the es- 
tablishment of a hare colony in the 


to raise hares is allowed the use of 
one-quarter of an acre, 
equipped with hutches and runs. Each 
in order to hold the 
right to the plot, must, from the stock 
furnished, raise at least 100 Belgian 
hares per year which will weigh at 
least eight’ pounds each when one 
year old. Hare farmers of the col- 
ony must raise at least 100 Belgian 
annually in order to make good with 
the Mayor, but if they comply with 
the requirements they may raise 
other breeds, too, if they desire to do 
so. The stock raised in the colony 
is ™ ‘ted by the municipal au- 
at fancy prices. 

Sawtelle rabbit farmers, and fami- 
lies in moderate circumstances, who 
desire to engage in rabbit ranching. 
but who lack the foundation stock, 
think that it would be a good idea 
for the municipal authorities to es- 
tablish a rabbit colony at this place 
and maintain it on some system simi. 
lar to the one in vogue in Schone- 
More rabbits are raised in Saw- 
telle annually than in any other city 
of similar size in the United States.

He has confined 
his work chiefly to inspecting condi- 
tions surrounding working men and 
women, and his report is very gratify- 
ing to all who are interested in the 
labor situation in the valley. | 

He has investigated the hours that 
women and minors are required to 
work, also the sanitary conditions of 
the places where they are employed, 
visiting, also, the employment 
agencies, of which there are two in 
Imperial and two in El Centro, 
er making his investigation, Gray 
says the laundries in the valley where 
women are employed, show very satis- 
factory conditions, being 
their methods and careful of the 
women employed in them, 
the specified hours of labor. He says 
that in a few cases he found, in places 
employing labor ‘mprovements that 
might be made and to these he sug- 
gested the improvements and the 
owners have willingly agreed to com- 


ply with his suggestions. 


Gray looked up the restaurants and 
cafes in the valley where women are 
employed and found few places where 
the law Is not bd@mg complied with to 
the letter. In nearly every case where 
it is not being met, the failure to com- 
ply with the law is the result of ig- 
norance on the part of the employer. 
He says that in shops and stores gen- 
erally the laws seem to be regarded in 
a very satisfactory manner, consider- 
ing that the valley has anly had a few 
visits from the Stata labor officer. 

Gray expects to return shortly on 
his second visit, when he will look in- 
to the conditions in the country, the 
present visit being given over wholly 
to the investigation of conditions in 
the towns.

WHO PAYS THE 
INCOME TAX? 


[Coppright, 1918, by M. Keys, New York} 

John Jones is a small capitalist liv- 
ing in Utica, N. YY He has a family 
of his own. He has an income of 
$10,000 a year. Of this he gets $2000 
from a business in which he is a silent 
partner; $2000 from interest on mort- 
gages he owns; $2000 from interest on 
municipal bonds; $2000 from interest 
on corporation bonds; $1000 as salary 
from a small bank of which he is 
vice-president, and $1000 from divi- 
dends on stocks. 


Mr. Jones knows that the govern- 
ment at Washington has recently 
passed a law to the effect that every- 
body in the United States is subject 
to an income tax unless his total net 
income is under $3000 a year, or $4000 
if he happens to be a married man. 
He also knows that there are certain 
exemptions in addition to this $4000 
in his case, but he is not quite sure 
what they are; also he is wondering 
where this tax is going to hit him, 
and how it is going to be collected. 

His case is a comparatively simple 
one. it would be a great deal more 
complicated if he were actually en- 
gaged in a business and were mak- 
ing his income out of operating prof- 
its of that business, for in that case 
he would have to figure up ali his 
profits and losses for the year, bal- 
ance them against one another, 
charge off proper depreciation, etc., 
and finally reach a figure that fairly 
measures Mis net income, according to 
the incotfie tax law. 
require several years of experience 
before the honest business man, seek- 
ing to pay his fair rate of taxes, will 
feel, perfectly confident, when he has 
made his return, that he has neither 
taxed himself too much nor too little. 

Mr. Jones discovers first of all that 
Since his income is over $4000 a year, 
and is not over $20,000, all he is 
called upon to pay is the normal or 
minimum tax of 1 per cent, a year. 
He then proceeds to find out what he 
can deduct from his tetal gross in- 
come of £10,000 that is not taxable, 
and how -he can legally and properly 
avold paying for himself the income 
tax on such part of that income as is 
taxable. 
study class by class and if he reads 
the law carefully and studies the reg- 
glations that have. been put out by 
the treasury up to date he finds that 
he is not so badly off as perhaps at 
first he thought he would be. 

First of all he discovers that the 
$2000, which he geta out of the busi- 
ness In which he is a partner is-not 
taxable to him, because it comes to 
him in the form of net profits from a 
joint stock company which itself pays 
taxes on its net carnings, and the in- 
come tax soeks to avoid laying a 
Gouble tax upon any income. Per- 
haps Mr..Jynes’ income from this 
scurce would’ have been a little big- 
ger, if the cerporation aid not have 
to pay this Income tax, bet Mr. Jones 
finds, at any rate, that whatever he 
actually receives from the company 
belongs to him and is not taxable un- 
der the new law. 

When he comes to contemplate bis 
rorteages, he finds that the $2000 
which he receives in Interest is tex- 
able, but he is not quite sure, under 
the regulations so far issued, whether 
he witli get the whole of the $2000 
and then pay the tax himself ofr 
whether the debtors who made the 
mortgages and borrowed the money 
from him will deduct the Income tar 
of 1 per cent. before they pay their 
interest to him.

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Yale Would Undoubtedly Have Won the Game Un- 
der the Old Style Rules—S trong Defense of Crimson 


of Field Goals—Ball Was 


| Never Carried Over the Line, 


AMBRIDGE (Mass.) Nov. 22,— 

The Harvard football team of 

1913, with Full-back Charles E. 
Brickley playing in the stellar role, 
established a new epoch in Crimson 
gridiron history today by defeating 
Yale by 15 to 5. 

Neither team succeeded in carry- 
ing the ball across the other's goal 
line and all the points were the direct 
or indirect results of kicking. Seven 
times Brickley drove the ball spin- 
ning and turning over the heads of 


his accuracy with eye and toe that 
five times the ball crossed the goal 
bar for Crimzon points. Four times 
Guernsey, Yale's field goal kicker, 
essayed the same feat, but only once’ 
did the leather spheroid cross Har- 
vard'’s goal. To the Elis earned three 
points there were added an unearned 
two, due to an unintentional safety 
by Left End O’Brien of Harvard. 

Thus, thanks to Brickley's superior 
kicking ability, did Harvard defeat 
Yale for the second time in two years 
and win undisputed right to the east- 
ern intercollegiate football champign- 
ship of the year. Spectacular as was 
Brickiey's play, both in running and

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—Four- 


teen players were killed and 
175 were injured in football 
Sames in the season , which 
virtually closed today. In 1912 
fifteen players met death and 
183 were injured. 

The figures for this season, 
compiled from press reports, 
were published here today. 
The injured include only those 
who suffered broken bones, 
torn Ugaments, severe strains 
and eprains and internal in- 
juries. 

Of the fourteen who died, 
Charlies Sweitzer, formerly a 
Hamline University player, 
suecumbed November 17 at St. 
Paul to a complication of die- 
eases resulting from imijuries 
sustained several years ago.

Who was injured yesterday at San Jose 


CHAMPION EARL COOPER 
BADLY HURT IN’SAN JOSE. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


JOSE (Cal.) Nov. 23.—Barl 
Cooper, professional racing driver 
and winner of several big speed 

contests held recently on the coast, 
including the Santa Monica road race, 
went through two fences while try- 
ing out a racing car on a mile-track 
today and is lying seriously injured in 
a local hospital tonight. Cooper was 
tuning up his mathine in prepara- 
tion. for a public exhibition tomor- 
row when he intended to go out for 
new track records. He had covered a 
couple of miles in fifty-four seconds 


j and was gradually increasing his 


speed when the accident occurred on 
the back stretch. The steering 


knuckle broke just as he reached the 
end of the stretch and he applied the 
brakes in a desperate attempt to les- 
sen the force of the collision which 
he saw was inevitable. The car 
plunged straight ahead with locked 
back wheels, mrounted te the top of 
the embankment, where it went 


through a wire fence, leaped twenty 
feet through space and struck the 
second fence like a cannon ball. It 


passed through this into a grain field 
where it described a wide arc and 
plunged back against the fence again. 
Here it came to a standstill. When 
the crowd feached the driver they 
found him lying partly conscious over 
the steering *wheel. 

“If the car is all right I will drive.

WHAT MAKES 
PLAYS GO. 


Henry Miller Dissects the 
Elements of Success. 


= 


Literary Merit Little or No 
Help, He Says. 


Imagination and Emotion 
Most Important. 


Henry Miller, who comes to the 
Mason tomorrow in “The Rainbow,” 
is today one of the greatest actor- 
manager-producers on the American 
stage. With a temperament not un- 
like that of the late Richard Mans- 
field is coupled an imagination that 
is all his own, and he has a passion 
for realism, which, while it has proved 
expensive, has nevertheless been the 
making of many of his shows which 
otherwise might have been mediocre 
or worse. 

Miller has more than once taken 
his stand against the so-called lter- 
ary play, claiming that few, if any, 
are successes. Instead, after many 
years of experience and success, he 
has decided that the important ele- 
ments of the drama are imagination, 
Symbolism and emotionalism. 

He declares that many a good play 
has been turned down because the 
manager to whom it was submitted 
aid not have imagination enough to 
see what its possibilities were. 

Speaking on this subject, Mr. Miller 
makes a strong argument to bear out 
his point. 

VALUE OF IMAGINATION. 


“In the preparation of a play for 
the stage much of the effect depends 
on its treatment by the stage di- 
rector,” says Henry Miller. “A play 
does not stand or fall by reason of 
the dialogue, situations and charac- 
ters. I have seen many that seemed 
to me well deserving success fail ut- 
terly, because the man who rehearsed 
it looked at it from the wrong point 
of view. 

“Bomebody writes a simple drama 
or a comedy of domestic life without 
what managers are pleased to call 
‘the punch’ in it. It is not a story of 
‘current topics,’ either. It is just (let 
me Say for the sake of a simile) plain 
but toothsome taffy like mother used 
to make in the tin plate. “Too com- 
mon, says the producer. We have 
already had a surfeit of the ‘Old 
Homesteads,’ the ‘Sweet Lavenders' 
and all that sert of thing—it hasn't 
ot ‘the pugeh’ 

“Very well, that’s the way he sees 
‘ Wetake that 
hioned taffy, cut it up into at- 
tractive little cubes, put them in a 
nice box with gold letters on it and 
nest it in pretty scalloped cream-col- 
ored paper and tie the box around 
with beautiful ribbons of pale pink 
or baby-blue color, and then how 
much more enticing it becomes as it 
lies in the confectioner’s window. 

“Do we buy it and eat it with pdsi- 
tive relish? We do, and everybody 
says how perfectly delicious that 
simple, old-fashioned taffy is. Now, 
that’s just what.I mean. The pro- 
ducer with imagination will see in 
the bald description of the author's 
scenario a roadside inn, the shadow- 
ing silver maple boughs, the leaves 
white on one side and bright green 
on the other. Beyond the road, at 
the back, is a field of daisies and be- 
yond that patch of yellow and ‘white 
are broad acres of golden grain. The 
dear old inn has moss on its shingles, 
the horse trough looks cool and re- 
freshing as the water trickles through 
the seams in ite sides. 

MAKE THINGS REAL. 

“The dust in the road isn't painted 

—dit's real, and when characters walk 
through it you see it kicked up in the 
littie clouds, and maybe you put an 
electric blower in the wings to stir 
it up just as the fresh breeze from 
the meadow might do it. 
“Did you ever get a whiff of that 
dinner cooking in ‘Shore Acres?’ My! 
How hungry it made you. And do 
you remember how the real sparks 
flew from the forge when dear old 
Joe Murphy hammered out a real 
horseshoe on the anvil in ‘Kerry 
Gow?’ The manager who is always 
looking for a play with ‘the punch’ 
will turn down many a good piece 
that only requires a producer with 
imagination. 


Literary merit, according to Henry 
Miller, never heard a good play and 
never made a bad one. 

“The primary appeal of the theater 
is emotional, rather than literary,” 
insists Mr. Miller, who is to appear 
here in “The Rainbow.” 

“The dramatist who strives “to 
write literature at the expense of 
the emotional qualities of his story 
ignores a very palpable fact with 
which every producer must reckon. 
It is this: When you deal with a 
number of people, as in an audience, 
you deal with a lower intelligence, 
collectively, than the _ intelligence 
manifested by the units of the au- 
dience. 

“A number of people in a com- 
posite sense, decrease mentally—just 
as in a composite sense they~ in- 
crease emotionally. A very large au- 
dience, for example, may show no re- 
sponse to a really brilliant speech, yet 
respond instantly as one person to an 
effective dramatic situation. To get 
the full strength of this audience as a 
unit the appeal of the play must be 
lucid and clear, direct and simple. 
REMEMBER GALLERY GODS. 
“Many of our dramatists begin writ- 


ing plays with their eyes fastened on 
the gods. Unfortunately, it is not the 
gallery gods to whom they make 
obeisance. They scoff at the antiquity 
of primary emotions, failing to real- 
ize that it is q primary emotion that 
forms the concert pitch of the thea- 
ter. The aspiring playwrights in- 
variably fal! to reach the heights. 
And they are very much surprised at 
the public's lack of interest in the 
transference of their mental picture 
to the stage. 

“I suppose no one will question the 
literary value of Shakespeare's plays, 
but Shakespeare knew better than any 
other playwright the limitation of the 
drama. If he had written tn a com- 


plex fashion he would not have been

When one speaks of Leoncavallo, 
memory goes back to the immortal 
“Pagiiacci,” the one opera which 
earned him the love of his great na- 
tion of musicians, but during this en- 
gagement his reputation will be gior- 
ified by his “Zingari,” produced first 
in America in San Francisco; We are 
the second city to hear this new work. 


Tradition already established may 


decree that “Zingari” néver shall be 
sung as part of a double bill with 
“Pagliacci,” but if fate should decide 
otherwise, the famous little opera 
which gave Leoncavallo his world- 
wide reputation will be given a more 
worthy companion than even the im- 
posing “Cavalleria Rusticana,” as sup- 
plied in the past. 

After both operas have been heard, 
“Zaza” will be staged on the Audi- 
torlum boards. No one can say that 
Leoncavallo is not versatile and or- 
iginal. Ie all three operas there is 
extreme latitude for artistry, and al- 
though it has been said that this com- 
poser was inspired when he wrote 
“Pagliacci,” and that the muse 
guided him when he wrote “Zingari,” 
it certainly can be said that he was 
transported into the realms of oper- 
atic perfection when he 
“Zaza,” which will for@ver be called 
the Leoncavallo masterpiece. Hope, 
love, passion, jealousy, anguish, de- 
spair, these are the elements which 
the composer weaves into this tonal | 
picture, and his art has the truth, a 
variety and intensity worthy of Verdi

Elmer Wachtel and Marion Kava- 
naugh Wachtel, a statement which is 
sure to arouse you attentive inter- 
est. These notable landscape paint- 
ers are going to give an exhibition 
‘of forty of their sketches in their 
studio at No. 316 West Avenue Forty- 
three. The exhibition opens tomor- 
row, and will continue for two weeks, 
the studio being accessible to visitors 
every day from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

This will be the first exhibition of 
sketches the Wachtels have ever held, 
and in all probability it will not be 
followed by another for many years 
to come. It’s a new venture on their 
part, a fresh idea, and I think a good 
one. It will give us an opportunity 
to study the painters at the closest 
range, 60 to speak. They have taken 
us into their confidence, and are will- 
ing to reveal to us the most intimate 
thoughts, feelings and emotions that 
a sympathetic communion with nature 
has evoked in them. 

The forty canvases, carefully chosen 
for their beauty and completeness as 
sketches, are a record of the work of 
these two painters for the past five 
or six years, a chronicle of California. 
No pictorially beautiful part of our 
State is neglected in this littie gal- 
iery, for, as we know, the Wachtels 
make sketching trips everywhere. 

The sketch—any true sketch—is 
the sincerest expression of the artist. 
When he sits down to make it he 
has no thought but to record in paint, 
as rapidly and fully as may be, the 
wonderful thing in nature that has 
caught and enthralled him. He is 
not painting to please anybody, not 
even himself, for self is forgotten. 
He recks not of galleries, nor juries, 
nor critics, nor brother painters— 
no, nor of dollars and cents. His only 
concern is to put down one fleeting 
heauty of nature before it has 
merged into another. He hasn't the 
time to pat himself on the back. He 
may do that later, though the chances 
are that he will curse himself for 
seeing so many and grasping so few 
of nature’s exquisite saubtieties of 


faction doesn’t remain with the real 
artist for very long. 

Nor does he bother about “tech- 
nique.” That's an affair of the studio, 
of his picture for the market. Yet 
somehow, in his hot, inspired haste, 
he does achieve a triumphant tech- 
nique more often than not. For what 
is technique but adequate expression 
in the simplest and most direct way 
possible? The good sketch gets that 
if it gets nothing else, and that's 
why the sketches of the old masters 
are such priceless things They dis- 
close the artist's very soul; they 
speak of effort and achievement, and. 
above all, of how nature gave in- 
spiration to the painter. In his best 
sketches, the artist seems truly in- 
spired, “breathed into,” 
thing finer and greater than himself. 

Disdain not, then, the sketch, the 
little piece of painted canvas o1 
academy board, for its six square 
inches often hold the most precious 
truths of art and nature—terrible 
and austere, it may be, or benign and 
beautiful, but never tampered with 
until they have become innocuous 
half-truths. 

When I spoke, above, about the 
technique of sketches, I referred, of 
course, to the sketches of accom- 
plished painters. The bungling be- 
ginner is as muddied and incoherent 
here as elsewhere. His sketches are 
poor and worthless things. His strug- 
gie with his medium spreads havoc 
on his canvas—mess, dirt and debris. 
But “accomplished painters” the 
two Wachtels most certainly are— 
so amazingly expert in the handling 
of the brush that one of them, Ei- 
mer Wachtel, was recently pointed 
out to me by a brother artist, him- 
self an able painter, as the finest

The most 
important of the technical inquiries 
was that carried out a quarter of a 
century ago, under the auspices of the 
trey Zee Association, by Engineer

To Help Those Made Desti- 
tute by Accident. 


Annual Meeting of Shattuck 
Shareholders. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times.) 

BISBEE (Ariz.) Nov. 21.—It is 
generally appreciated in the South- 
west that the Phelps-Dodge corpor- 
ation shows notable consideration fur 
its employees, in every way possible 
contributing to their comfort and 
well-being and making all possible 
precautions against accident. 

One of the mines of the company 
is the Stag Canyon coal property at 
Dawson, N. M., where 262 mine-s 
lately were killed by an accident that 
seemed unavoidable. ‘The work of 
rescue and of alleviation of surface 
conditions Was taken charze of 
wholly by Dr. James Douglas, vresi- 
dent of the Phelps-Dodge corpora- 
tion, who was on the ground prompt- 
ly with all assistance that. money 
could provide. 

The company has been ciring for 
those made destitute by the deaths 
of the bread winners and now an- 
nounces the presentation of $1000 
cash to every widow so made by the 
dreadful accident, of $100 to every 
orphaned child, together with fur- 
nishing of free transportation and all 
accommodationg to any part of the 
world. 

In the Phelps-Dodge niines at Bis- 
bee the policy of “safety first” has 
become deeply Imbedded aa the first 
principle of mining and every man is 
promptiy discharged who in anywise 
by carelessness places in danger him- 


self or his fellow-workmen. A com- 
mittee of miners practically has 
charge of all underground safety 


work and devices. 

A close watch is kept upon acci- 
dents: among the thousands of em- 
ployees, with comparisons from 
month to month. Last month it wus 
noted that nine men were ‘iurt by 
the carelessness of fellow-workmen 
and that nineteen more were injured 


were injured. Only seventeen, how- 
ever, reported on the surface to have 
their wounds dressed. 

It is now demanded in all cases 
of accident, however slight, that the 
men report promptly for dressings, in 
order to avold the possibility of in- 
fection or of sepsis. 

The Shattuck-Arizona,. Mining Com- 
pany last week held its annual stock- 
holders’ meeting, with no particular 
changes. Thomas Barden was elect- 
ed president, A. M. Chrisholm, secre- 
tary-treasurer and L, C. Shattuck, 
general manager. 

It is believed probable that the 
Shattuck company will soon crect &@ 
lead stack, possibly on its mine, 
though it continues to ship c pper 
ores to Douglas, Within the property 
has been developed enough lead-sil- 
ver ore to assure a production of 100 
tons a day for a low period.

UNION CRISIS.

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Unionists’ Dislike for One “Over- 
looker” Caused a Strike that Re- 
sulted in a Deadlock in Union- 
ism and a Union of Employers for 
Protection. 


{New York Journal of Commerce: ] 
—The advanced industrial develop- 
ment in England has been accompa- 
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nied by a higher degree of organization 
among workmen in different indus- 
tries and trades than anywhere else 
in the world. As the highest develop- 
ment has been in the cotton industry 
of Lancashire, it is there that the 
most thorough organization of labor 
into unions and the affiliation of 
unions for material support has been 
effected, until it has acquired the 
power to bring the industry to a 
standstill unless successfully resisted. 


For the purpose of defense the em- 
ploying manufacturers have organ- 
ized in an association of their own 
for mutual support. There are local 
unions of spinners, Weavers, etc.. and 
local “associations of operatives,” and 
there is an “Amalgamated Associa- 
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tion” to bring the forces together in 
one organized body. The most com- 
pletely organized force of operatives 
is that of the spinners, who control 
a part of the Industry upon which 
all he rest depends, as weaving can- 
not be done without yarn and there 
is no use in preparing the rmsoterial 
for yarn if spinning is stopped. So 
there is in. Lancashire an “Amalga- 
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mated Association of Operative Cuwut- 
ton Spinners,” which has a power, if 
it is to be used arbitrariiy, which may 
paralyze the leading text.'e industry 
of Great Britain. As 1 defense 
it a “Federation of Master Cotton 
Spinners” as an employers’ union. 
has been formed. 

For the last two months and more 
there has been a strike in one spin- 
ning mill in Bolton, which the Em- 
ployers’ Federation has been unable 
to bring to an end ih any way con- 
sonant with the continued control of 
their business, and it determined to 
declare a general lockout in the 
whole industry unless the spinners 
in the Bolton mill go back to work. 
This would bring on a crisis in 
trades-unionism, due not to the 
strength that unionism has attained, 
but to the weakness it was display- 
ing in the control of the elements 
of which it is formed, for the strik- 
ers of the single mill refused to fre- 
turn to work, though the authorities 
of their own organization decided 
against them. There was in effect a 
deadlock in unionism that was forc- 
ing a lockout in employment. There 
was no question of wages or workinr 
conditions involved and nothing of 
general interest outside of the one 
spinning mill at Bolton. One result 
of the perfected unionism of Lanca- 
shire is that there is no “open shop’ 
question. There are practically no 
non-union operatives. Collective bar- 
gaining has come to prevail and since 
the employers have ome assoctat- 
ed and agreements could be sus- 
tained on both sides, after many con- 
tests and compromises, it was 
thought that strikes and lockouts 
might cease; but the break came 
from the refusal of men to abide bv 
the contracts made for them by their 
representatives or to submit to the 
authority set over them by their own 
choice, or at least with their consent. 
This seems to be hailed in England 
as an “industrial crisis’ due to the 
breakdown of labor unionism from 
structural weakness and overloading. 

The cause of the strike in the Bee- 
hive Spinning Mill at Bolton was 
some kind of a dispute between one 
of the “overlookers” and the opera- 
tives‘employed under him, the cause 
of which is not made clear, The 
“overlooker” has held the position 
four years, it is said, without any 
complaint when the operatives re- 
fused to work longer under him, and 
as the mill owners found no reason 
for discharging him, there was a gen- 
eral strike in the mill, apparently 
without any preliminary negotiation 
or effort at ‘settlement. The Federa- 
tion of Employers looked into it and 
justified the mill owners. The asso- 
ciation of operatives investigated and 
there was a conference between com- 
mittees of the two organizations, 
and it was decided that there was 
no ground for the strike. But the 
strikers refused to go back.to work, 
on advice of their own leaders, and 
there was no power to compel them. 
The position was taken by the Fed- 
eration of Employers that if a mill 
owner could not maintain discipline, 
but must give way to every whim of 
the operatives or have his work 
stopped, and if the union had no 
power to maintain discipline in its 
membership and have its contracts 
observed, something would have to 
be done to bring matters to a crisis. 
So the lockout was agreed upon and 
it was declared that unless the strik- 
ers gave way and work was resumed 
there would be a lockout of spinners 
in Lancashire until the breakdown In 
labor unionism was repaired or some 
other solution of the deadlock was 
ound. 

It is said that 100,000 operatives 
would be directly affected by the 
lockout, speedily involving at least 
199,000 more card*reom and other 
workers: and, if it should extend to 
weaving and other branches of the 
trade, not less than 650,000 opera- 
tives would be thrown into idleness, 
to say nothing of the host of work- 
ers employed .in subsidiary indus- 
tries and in one way or another de- 
pendent upon the working of the 
milis. Sir Charles Macara, president 
of the Master Spinners’ Federation. 
has been recently quoted as saying 
that “this is the gravest matter that 
has risen in many years.” “These 
men,” he said, “must go back to their 
work or there will be a lockout. We 
mean what we say and are prepared 
to close the mills, and we should do 
it.” The statement that this trouble 
results from the spread of syndical- 
ism is strenuously denied by the pres- 
ident of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Cotton Spinners, but it is cer- 
tainly a display of the same kind of 
spirit and may be due to its subtle 
influence. There is a report of a com- 
promise settling the difficulty, but if 
the crisis should come in Lancashire 
now or at any other time it would 
not be confined fo one branch of in- 
dustry or to that district of England. 
It would be an outbreaking symptom 
of a widespread malady. It might 
betoken a real breakdown of labor 
unionism to be repaired only by a re- 
form of its methods. 


Building Publication Urges That 
Storage of Picture Films in Down- 
town District Be Prohibited. 
[Southwest Contractor:] The ex- 
plosion of 150 moving-picture films 
in a room on the first floor of the 
eight-story reinforced concrete San 
Fernando building, followed by an 


extremely hot fire that burried twen- 
ty .minutes, through two 
adjoining rooms, through the main 
hall, up the stairway and along the 
halis of the ad floor, creating 
such a degree of Seat that it reached 
up the stairway to the top story and 
drove the janitor onto the roof, em- 
phasized several facts. 

First, that the storage of moving- 
picture films even in a class A struc- 
ture, in the downtown district, is 
highly dangerous and should be pro- 
hibited. It is supposed in this in- 
stance that a motor had been left 
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going, became overheated and set fire 


to the films, which are highly inflam- 
mabile. In the room were separately 
stored in another vault about 5600 
other films, which fortunately did 
not explode, or even the heavy rein- 
forced concrete masonry of this build- 
ing would not have been able to with- 
stand the shock. Inspector Backus 
about two years ago tried to get the 
Council to take action on the storing 
of films in the downtown district, 
without success. 

Second, that existing office build- 
ings, even though of class A construc- 
tion, should be equipped with fire es- 
capes. The San Fernando building, 
having beet erected before the last 
revision of the fire escape ordinance, 
does not possess a fire escape. Had 
the explosion and fire occurred in the 
daytime, instead of at 2 o'clock in 
the morning, séerious résults from in- 
jury if not death might have resulted 
for the spread of the fierce flames 
throughout the halis of the first and 
second story would certainly have 
caught one or more people had they 
been in the halls. Two “trouble 
men” of the Southern California Edi- 
son Company, who were asleep in a 
near-by room, were severely burned 
before they could escape to the street, 
so sudden was the spread of the 
flames. If the fire had been in the 
daytime, the occupants of the upper 
stories would probeblly have made a 
rush to the halls, stairways and ele- 
vators, with serious results. 

Third, that wired glass and cop- 
per-covered wood frames of doors 
and windows serve as an excellent 
fire retarder. Plate glass on the first 
and second floors wherever in con- 
tact with the fire was broken out 
clean of the sash, but wired glass 
uniformly withstood the shock, al- 
though much cracked. The metal- 
covered frames and sash, although 
warped and bilistered, resisted the 
flames, which did not last long enough 
to completely eat out the wood un- 
derneath. 

The effect of the fire upon the staff 
work and cement plaster, finish on the 
concrete walls, ceilings and columns 
was marked. One fireman was in- 
jured by large quantities of this ma- 
terial falling from the ceiling and 
large areas throughout the halls of 
the first and second story were 
stripped clean of the plaster finish, 
showing there was weak bond be- 
tween the cement plaster and the 
concrete, 


[New York Sun:] Members of the 


Real Estate Exchange of Long Island 
at a meeting of the board of directors 
last week discussed the proposed plan 
for registration of reali estate agents. 
It seemed to be the general opinion 
that the members of the exchange 
as well as their clients, are entitled 
to all the protection against irregu- 
lar m@thods of salesmanship as is pos- 
sible to achieve. Certain of the mem- 
bers of the exchange had already 
taken steps to care for this matter, 
one firm having lald plans for the 
employment of inspectors as a pro- 
tection to its clients. The exchange 
is a unit in the determination to place 
the work of the realty Men upon a 
far higher plane than it has yet oc- 
cupied. 

Another matter discussed was the 
proposed amendment to the State con- 
stitution giving the Legislature power 
to enact legislation looking to the 
placing of condemnation proceedings 
under the direct supervision of the 
Supreme Court and to the granting of 
the power of condemnation to the 
State or city. While the exchange took 
no definite action in the matter, the 
general opinion was that the amend- 
ment would be a help rather than 
a hindrance to the work of the ex- 
change in its effort to encourage the 
development of Long Island. 

The meeting was presided over by 
James Frank, president. The ex- 
change is planning an active campaign 
to bring the advantages and oppor- 
tunities of the island to the attention 
of the home-seeking public of New 
York City.
